So Wutzl came to live with us and 
soon became a very important member 
of the family. He slept at the foot of my 
husband’s bed, under the covers on cold 
nights. He soon captured the “dog man’s” 
heart with his charm and intelligence. He 
learned to wear a collar and walk on a 
leash; he would come when called and 
even learned to retrieve. He had a small, 
dried-out bone from a pork chop, which 
he never ate, but kept as his play-thing. 
I once decided to see how long he would 
keep up the game. I gave up after forty- 
five minutes. I was worn out, but Wutzl 
was still going strong. 

When he was six months old we de- 
cided it was time to have him altered and 
given his inoculation against feline en- 
teritis. Whether he picked up the virus 
at the animal hospital or whether the 
operation weakened him temporarily, so 
that he became more susceptible, I do 
not know.

“Looks more like a cat.” 

“Never seen a cat like that before,” 

“Say, buddy, just what is that there 
thing you got there?” 

Whenever he stopped to eat; my hits- 
band would order a hamburger, raw. 
Being met with a blank stare, he would 
explain. This usually ended by sudden 
cessation of business, as the entire per- 
sonnel of the restaurant poured out to 
see and admire. 

There was never any trouble securing 
overnight accommodation. Occasionally a 
motel owner would not allow the cat in 
the cabin, but if so, he was comfortable 
in the car, with food, water and his pan 
on the floor. There was no fear of his 
escaping as he considered the truck his 
home away from home and never went 
far from it. 

Wutzl never grew up. He stayed a 
kitten all his life. He never grew staid, 
never took us for granted, never con- 
descended to decorate the place in return 
for food and shelter. He loved to take 
walks with us, calling and talking all 
the way. He gave us love, pressed down 
and flowing over, overt and sometimes 
boisterous. He was deeply hurt if we left 
him behind, overjoyed to see us return. 
But I write in the past tense, for we 
lost him. He was killed in an accident, 
which would have never occured if he 
had loved us less. As my husband held 
his lifeless body there were tears in his 
eyes, and I was openly weeping. We had 
lost a member of the family. There is 
no greater sorrow.

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Another of our internal parasites is 
the lungworm. As the name suggests, 
they infect the lung of the cat and must 
be disposed of immediately upon detec- 
tion for death can come very easily. 
They infest the lungs in such a way that 
their eggs are hatched in these breathing 
compartments and the larvae live off 
the blood circulating there. The adult 
worm passes from the lungs into the 
stomach and out with the stool. 

In a cat with lungworms, you will 
detect a cough developing due to the 
irritation caused by them in the lungs. 
Worms are found in the stool with the 
aid of a microscope. There is loss of 
weight even though a cat eats well, and 
a general all around poor condition in 
addition to the coughing should be 
enough evidence for you to look into the 
matter of their positive detection. Fluoro- 
scopy will reveal increased density of 
the lungs. According to William H. 
Suddath D.V.M., in tht Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion, March 1955, “a twenty per cent 
sodium iodine solution, 2.5 cc. intra- 
vaneously, which he has used frequently 
as an aid in the treatment of advanced 
ringworm in cats, resulted in a surpris- 
ingly rapid improvement in a cat’s con- 
dition. In twenty-four hours the cough 
improved and by the fifth day the im- 
provement in the general condition was 
apparent and the cough had stopped. 
The stool showed only occasional lung- 
worm larvae. Two more injections were 
given at five-day intervals, at the end 
of which time the cat showed an excel- 
lent return to weight and health. Three 
days after the last injection, no larvae 
were found in the stool. Checks made 
three and five months later showed no 
recurrence and the cat remained in ex- 
cellent condition.” Well, you can see 
from this professional comment that 
this type of worm can be controlled if 
diagnosed early. Sodium iodine is dan- 
gerous to use and must be handled by 
only a veterinarian. 


Tapeworms which are common in 
people in certain areas of the world 
are very prevalent in cats and their 
detection is difficult. Usually the vet 
will look for eggs from the worm or 
worms but these are not readily found. 
A tapeworm is made up of several seg- 
ments, square and about one-fourth of 
an inch in length. These segments are 
flat and are transparent. Occasionally 
some of the segments become detached 
from the rest of the worm and can be 
seen in the stool, but even though this 
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happens, the worm itself may be many 
fect in length. Such a worm will cause 
a cat considerable irritation, and in its 
efforts to relieve itself it may be found 
dragging its hind-quarters upon the 
floor. The important thing to get rid of 
where the tapeworm is concerned is 
the head by which the worm attaches 
itself to the intestines. If the head is not 
expelled it will continue to grow regard- 
less of how much of the worm has been 
removed. Tapeworms in great numbers 
can cause a cat to go into severe con- 
vulsions. 

A parasite that we normally would 
never think of finding in a cat is the 
maggot. It is hard to believe that 
a cat can become infested by maggots 
but this is one of those impossibilities 
that oftimes becomes a reality. This 
usually occurs in a cat that is allowed 
to become dirty and where matted fur 
provides a place to be infested by flies. 
Eggs laid by the adult flies can be 
taken into the stomach where the larvae 
will grow or the larvae may just pene- 
trate the flesh and eat its way into the 
body. Cats that are allowed to “roam 
the streets” can pick up fly eggs from 
eating decomposed food from garbage 
cans. 

What we have talked about are worms 
from the general classes of internal 
parasites. Besides those mentioned above, 
there are several different kinds of tape- 
worms and roundworms. There are also 
heartworms and kidney worms. Some 
worms will thrive in the intestinal tract 


while others will live in the blood 
stream or in the many parts of the 
body. It must be realized that to make 


a comprehensive study of worms would 
involve many volumes. Again the im- 
portance of that local veterinarian must 
be remembered. Through his course 
of study he has been required to study 
all types of worms and other internal 
parasites and he will be able to identify 
them much better than any layman. 

Now for our “quick thought” depart- 
ment. The main things to remember 
about worming are to follow the direc- 
tions for the medication you are using 
carefully and completely, and the fact 
that all the worms and their eggs will 
not be removed by the first medication. 
It may take several dosages to finally 
rid a cat of parasites that have hatched 
from remaining eggs. 

Be sure that the sanitary pan is 
regularly changed and thorougly scrubbed 
with hot soapy water and then disin- 
fected. Accumulated stool means accu- 
mulated eggs or worms and if these get 
on the feet of your cat they may return 
to its stomach. 

Do not keep infested cats or kittens 
with others that are well, for the possi- 
bility of worms being picked up in such 
cases are too great to chance. 

Keep your home or cattery screened

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Cats Question Box 


Conducted by E. A. Renaux, D. V. M. 

Almost one out of every three of four of my kittens dies 
at from five to eight months, and older cats that I acquire 
seem to get some symptoms. They vomit, some have constipa- 
tion, some diarrhea with mucous--both with a foul odor. They 
soon become weak, stiff, with a staggery gait, then lie on their 
sides with great pain at intervals. None were sick more than 
two or three days, and only one, so far, got over it. I have 
read about gastro-enteritis in cats, but don’t know the symp- 
toms. If it is possible this is it, is there any cure, once the cat 
is sick with it. Mrs. M. W. 

The disease of cats referred to as cat distemper, show 
fever, cat plague, yellow vomit, gastro-enteritis and infectious 
feline enteritis, is more correctly called Infectious Panleuko- 
penia. The incubation period is from two to nine days. The 
animal may eat and drink during the first temperature rise; 
loss of weight and a rough coat will be noticed. At the second 
temperature rise the cat is depressed and pays little attention 
to anything. It will usually lie flat out on its abdomen. Death 
occurs soon after this second rise in temperature. Vomiting is 
present in about one-third of the cases and diarrhea in some 
that are complicated by other bacterial invaders in the intesti- 
nal tract. The average duration of the disease is about four 
days. In some cases the animal will be sick for only forty- 
eight hours before dying. 

If given early, serum will be of some benefit. Treatment 
with antibiotics is of value also. Better than any treatment, 
though, is prevention -- and CATS CAN BE INOCULATED 
AGAINST THE DISEASE. This consists of the giving by 
your veterinarian of at least two, and sometimes three, inocu- 
lations of the vaccine. 

My Longhair cat was mated to another Longhair, and her 
expected litter just arrived . . . but only one kitten! Is this 
unusual? Could you advise me how I could help her have 
larger litters? J. R., Philadelphia, Pa. 

For some females it is not too unusual to have just one or 
two kittens. If this was her first breeding, she may have more 
the next time. As far as doing something about it, there isn’t 
much help you can offer in that direction. Good physical con- 
dition is the best hope. 

We. have a cat that is one year old. When he was six 
months he was neutered and since then has had an eruption 
on the skin and loss of hair. Is it customary to have this con- 
dition occur, and do you know of a remedy? 

E. L. R., Toledo’ Ohio 

The skin condition is no stranger to veterinarians, but it is 
not usually associated with castration. Treatment for these 
skin and hair conditions can be very difficult and take time. 
Hormone treatment might be of value, and in all cases proper 
diet and a vitamin supplement are of great help.

Year- 
round campaigns are maintained with 
releases, according to one of her bulle- 
tins, reaching 500 to 1500 publications. 
It is sensational enough to be “news” 
and is used throughout the nation. Living 
in Chicago she published a mimeo- 
graph publication on birds. In 1945 and 
1947 the Illinois Legislature killed her 
“marauding cat” bills in committee. On 
her third attempt in 1949 I am informed 
one legislator said it was a pity “to 
see the little old lady haunt them so 
pathetically,” and so “to get rid of her” 
the bill was passed, only to be vetoed 
by then-Governor Stevenson. 

Shortly after she moved to Santa 
Barbara, California, and we had a fight 
on our hands in 1951 in this state and 
Illinois where for the fourth time she 
was unsuccessful. But she persisted and 
tried again both in California and Illi- 
nois in 1953. Again both bills died in 
committee. Miss Charny in a bulletin to 
Friends of the Birds bemoaned the fact 
that members of the Audubon groups 
and humane groups opposed her bills. 
She wrote one of her members: “I 
interested an English firm that makes 
cat leashes to go after the American 
market, and to that end I sent them a 
list of about 1000 names of cat clubs 
and humane societies. It was a job, but 
if it works it will be hurrah for cat 
control. The cat people shouldn’t know 
I am back of this or they would be 
against it, since they look on me as 
enemy No. 1”. She stated she was 
double-crossed in Sacramento and that 
so many cat lovers had joined the hu- 
mane groups they dominated them. 

As she threatened in 1953, her 1955 
bills were given teeth with requirements 
for collars, leashes and licenses and, for 
good measure the states were to pro- 
vide cat traps to secure all cats off the 
front (or back!) lawns. She explained 
that the traps are harmless and do not 
hurt the cats. We feel however, that her 
real desire is not in these public pro- 
nouncements but in a_ personal letter 
sent to one of her members. It was pub- 
lished in CATS Magazine in July, 1953. 
So many new members of our maga- 
zine family are on the list that it should 
be read again. Here, then, is a picture 
showing the mental attitude of Miss 
Charny toward cats: 

“About the trap. The best I know 
of is the rigid style from the Na- 
tional Live Trap Co., Tomahawk, 
Wis. Their cat trap is made of wire, 
easy to carry and to operate, and to 
wash. It is light in weight. When 
you get a cat that weighs 25 or 30 
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pounds, the weight of the trap means 

something . . . The wire trap you 

need to cover to keep the cat from 
meowing when it gets in. But the 
wooden trap you don’t need to cover 

The best bait is fresh catnip. 

Put some in a sheer little bag, like 
a piece of stocking. You can tie the 
ends with string. Nothing but a cat 
will go for catnip. After every cat 
in the trap you must wash the trap 
thoroughly, so there will be no odor 
of the cat to scare other cats. The 
trap doesn’t hurt the cat at all. So 
you will have the problem of dispos- 
al. The Govt. in its leaflet gives 
some instructions The easiest way 
is drowning. Some use a rain barrel. 
Some use a bathtub. You can’t use 
a river or a lake. Some have a pri- 
vate pond on their land. Some take 
the cat to a veterinarian, but that 
costs. Some take it to a humane so- 
ciety. If is is plainly a wild creature 
you will have no questions. But if 
it is a borderline case, they may 
question you ... This is an urgent 
caution. Put the trap where it won’t 
be noticed. One of the best results 
is to scare a cat owner from know- 
ing where the cat went to and then 
they aren’t apt to let other cats 
loose so much. Also you don’t want 
arguments or unpleasant talk. Also 
the trap might be stolen or broken, 
or a cat let out. With some thought 
you can in most cases find a place 
to place the trap where it won't be 
seen. Maybe you will have to leave 
it out only at night, taking it in 
early in the morning. You will have 
the most amazing results.” 

And that, fellow cat lovers, is the 
nature of the opposition which your 
letters and contributions served to pre- 
vent for the past ten years. But with 
that $1000 award money in the treasury, 
there will be two more years of news- 
paper propaganda and a fresh set of 
bills in the state legislatures of 1957.

We hope to find more 
time in the future to spread interest in 
Animal Birth Control for cats and dogs, 
being successfully tried in a few spots 
and on smaller scale over the nation. 
But we have to keep cats out of Charny’s 
traps and the legislative halls of 48 


states. And let me know of local cat 
licensing projects--we can help you 
there also. Manhattan Beach recently 


drew up an elaborate cat licensing ordi- 
nance but friends of the cats saw that 
it was tabled without passage. We cat 
lovers like peace, but we have claws.

A Cream Longhair male and Cream Longhair female head 
their respective sexes in the ninth annual All-Midwestern Cat 
rankings announced in this issue of Cats Magazine. One 
hundred and twenty-seven cats shared in the honors, seventy- 
one gaining All-Midwestern ribbons and fifty-six Honorable 
Mention. On this and the following pages will be found an- 
nouncements and photographs of many of the winners and the 
names and addresses of their owners. 


Leading this year’s Mid-Western show parade is Mrs. 
Frances Kosierowski’s Rosemont Golden Boy, Cream male, 
who will be the Mid-West’s aspirant for the Cat-of-the-Year 
title. Highest-scoring female (but fifth in total points) is 
Tpl. Ch. Suni June of Dawn, Cream female, owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. H. Millbeck, and she will be striving for national 
Opposite Sex honors in the C-Y contest. The eight other top 
Mid-Western cats are, in order: Gr. and Tpl. Ch. Dalai Jakki, 
Ch. Nigrette’s Equipoise, Dbl. Gr. and Tpl. Ch. Lee’s Hi-Hat 
Champaign, Ch. Nitecap of Maple Keys, Dbl. Ch. Wee Sal of 
Medicine Lake, Dbl. Ch. Wah-Lee Satina, Gr. Ch. Twinkling 
Star of Evergreen, and Tpl. Ch. Marhan Min-Dear. 


One of this year’s winners, Ba-Lo’s Queen Desira, gained 
her first All-Midwest award in 1947, the year they were 
initiated. Other of her wins have been A-M and A-A ribbons 
in 1948, 53, and 54. The next oldest old timer in point of wins 
is Dbl. Ch. Siesta Barney Google—-AM 50; AM, AA 51, 53. 
Lee’s Hi-Hat Cheri of Rosemont has a 1950 AM and one for 
1954 while Dbl. Gr. and Tpl. Ch. Lee’s Hi-Hat Champaign was 
AM and AA in 1952 and 53 and AM and AHM in 54. Others 
with wins dating to 1952 are Ch. Ahmaq of Katnip Korner 
(AM 52 and 54), Disston’s Bengal Boy of Harmonie Acre 
(AM 52 and 53, and MHM 54), and Tpl. Ch. Favors Maxim 
of Beverly-Serrano (AM 52, 54, and American Honorable 
Mention in 1954). Eleven other 1955 All-Midwesterns or 
Midwestern Honorable Mentions date their first wins at 1953 
and nineteen more are repeating 1954 titles as is indicated fol- 
lowing each such name in the listing.

The awards are made by a scientifically devised mathe- 
matical system which rates each show cat according to its wins 
during the season just passed. Based primarily on the number 
of other cats defeated, the full system was published in the 
March 1953 Cats magazine.

The fanciers of Manx find it rather rough 
going to breed a good Manx, not to 
mention the many times tails or parts of tails 
appear in litters. This breed is also pre- 
ferred by the Manx breeders NOT to be large 
which also is a deterant in kittening. 

These are just a bare scratching of the sur- 
face, they are 18 no means a complete ex- 
planation, and NO judging school could pos- 
sibly teach anyone everything in four days 
or four weeks. It takes years of breeding 
EACH color and breed, or asking countless 
questions of not just one breeder who special- 
izes in a particular color or breed, but as 
many as you can get who will take time out 
to answer you. 

Since many breeders are reluctant to be- 
come judges, and since we must have judges 
if we intend to have cat shows, we must take 
what is offered. I have noticed that in many 
shows, the breeders who howl the loudest 
about the judge’s decisions, and I am NOT 
referring to novice breeders, but to those 
breeders who could well become judges 
themselves and will not do so. They yell the 
loudest, and run away quickly if anyone sug- 
ests that the go on the trial judges list. I 
M talking out the Siamese breeders in 

rticular, who far outnumber any other 
reed, the classes in Siamese are huge, AND 
you can count the Judges on one hand who 
specialized in breeding Siamese. IF they 
once judged a show—they would keep very 
quiet and realize it is NOT as easy as it 


looks no matter how well they know the 
breeds. It is a very hard job, one that is 
certainly not a 


seldom appreciated, and

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profitable one. A judge takes chances on in- 
juries from cats claws and teeth, not to men- 
tion the derogatory remarks from all but the 
winners. There are few breeders who have 
nerve to judge themselves except from the 
audience. 

We DO have some excellent 
every breed, but not many of them. We 
know we need more good judges, but if the 
breeders will not apply for license to judge, 
we cannot make them do so. In the mean- 
time we must not discourage those who have 
taken on the responsibility of judgingl 

The responsibility of a judge does not stop 
with just choosing a winner, she must also 
choose her Best and Best oR site sex of 
each color and each breed, T is not easy, 
but up until that time, the breeds themselves 
are NOT in competition against each other, 
then, of all those cats of the various breeds 
the Bests must be chosen! Here IS trouble, 
because many many really old breeders can- 
not realize that ANY breed can be and many 
times IS, upon actual scoring, better than an- 
other breed, the breeders cannot understand 
that perh the domestic S.H. cat could be 
closer to the standard for THAT breed, closer 
than the more aristocratic breeds are to 
theirs. No, I have NOT forgotten about the 
Tabby and Tortie L.H. and S.H. colors, nor 
how difficult it is to 64 those markings, the 
circles on sides, the Mang across 
shoulders and still retain deep markings with 
the proper degree of contrast in undercoat, 
nor on Torties who have only females, in 
which the “Blaze’’ must be a certain way, 
nose and chin checkerboard style and evenly 
marked throughout. The trouble begins when 
fhe dudge must make her final decisions, she 
MUST put one breed over another, many are 
afraid to put a S.H. over a L.H. many hesi- 
tate to put another breed of S.H. over a Sia- 
mese and so on. Many times the popularit 
of the judge depends wholly on which bree 
is most numerous, and which she chooses 
more often for her Best in show! The breed 
which is more numerous naturally will be the 
one who will sway the vote on which judge 
to_have for their particular show. 

The breeders cannot seem to understand 
that even if another breed DOES go over 
their own breed, it will by no means hurt 
them. No one who sincerely loves a certain 
breed will switch merely because it has gone 
down to a different breed, if that were so, 
the Siamese and all other S.H. breeders 
would all fancy the L.H. cats. I must admit 
that the L.H. breeders do NOT make the fuss 
the S.H. breeders do when breeds other than 
their own beloved L.H. cats go Best. I my- 
self have had Silver Tabby S.H. cats go over 
By, Siamese, also pure white S.H. cats, and I 
DO admit, that considering THEIR standard 
they were every bit as D as my Sia- 
mese! We DO come close to the standards, 
particularly the Siamese and L.H. cats, be- 
cause there are MORE breeders of those 
two breeds, and so a larger selection to 
choose our breedings from. It is no novelty 
to find a hundred breeders of Siamese and 
Persians _at any show, but how very few 
are the Silver Tabby, Brown a and Red 
Tabby S.H. and L.H. breeders e largest 
classes of a single breed are Siamese, next 
largest the Blue L.H. as a general rule, al- 
though the Silvers have large classes too.

in so that a cat will not be near flies. 
Flies make wonderful playthings and 
cats love to catch and eat them. 


By the same token keep flea popula- 
tion to a minimum for they are harbor- 
ers of worm eggs, too. 


By no means use DDT in any form 
in your attempt to remove flies or 
fleas; it is fatal to cats. 


Keep a constant check on your cats 
by taking samples of stool wrapped in 
wax paper to preserve moisture, to your 
veterinarian for his examination. His 
microscope is better than your eye and, 
besides, he knows what he is looking 
for. 


Always check a female cat before 
mating. This practice might avoid seve- 
ral unpleasant complications. 

Never fail f6 observe a stool. Never 
let vomit go unnoticed or unchecked. 


Be suspecting of a cat that has lost 
all of his “zip” and whose fur has be- 
come greasy and tends to stick together. 


Do not be over anxious to give worm 
medicine just because a cat is not feeling 
well or you think that it should be 
wormed. It may be that you have not 
petted it lately and all that it needs is a 
little more attention paid to it. 


Be sure that you have checked with 
your vet before administering any worm 
medicine or any medicine for that mat- 
ter. Worming is a risk at any time and 
should be resorted to only when neces- 
sary. 


And so it goes with the worms. They 
are not pleasant things but many things 
in life that are unpleasant must be 
faced sc that the good things in life may 
be maintained. I wonder sometimes that 
if, in my attempts to help you care for 
your cat, I make it sound as though cat 
breeding is difficult and troublesome. 
If that has been your impression I trust 
that it will not be a lasting one. Many 
of the things that we talk over together 
by way of this article are not every day 
occurences, but you have a right to 
know all that is possible for you to 
know in caring for your cat or cats 
should the day arrive that something 
happens. Let’s face it, we’re all novices 
when it comes down to actual facts. It 
is only when we share with one another 
the little that we have gained by experi- 
ence that we are going to care for our 
furred friends in the manner that they 
so richly deserve. They give us much 
pleasure; it’s the least we can do for 
them.
